The C. and O. Will Moon Overhaul 



The work of removing the light weight 
rails on the Cincinnati Division of the C. 
and O. will soon begin. 

Down in the mountains, on the Eastern 
Division, 100-pound rails are tnking the 
place of the light OHes. 

These 100 pound rails are made ne- 
sessary by the heavy tonnage carried 
over the road and the topography of the 
country. 

The new rails which are to be laid on 
the Cincinnati Division are 7o pounds in 
weight, and it is said they will answer 
the purpose of the 100 pound rails on the 
Bastern Division, because the Western 
Division of the roadbed is very solid and 
has few curves between Cincinnati 
Huntington. In fact the curves do not 
run much over three degrees. 

The new rails will enable the C and O. 
"Flyers" leaving Cincinnati to reach 
Huntington in 3 hours and 15 minutes. 
The distance is 193 miles, and is now 
made in about 4 hours and 9 minutes. 
The shortening of the time approximately 
an hour is an important thing in 
road's favor. 

The present rails were laid under the 
management of Collis P. Huntington, 
when he and his friends were the finan- 
cial powers b ehind t h e road .

The last 
it fell to Lewis county to name the 
nominee it selected Charles B. Poyntz of 
Maysville, and when Governor Brown 
elevated him to the position of Kailroad 
Commissioner Lewis county nominated 
Judge Garrett S. Wall of Maysville to 
fill out the unexpired term. At the last 
Senatorial election the Democratic nomi 
nee, the Hon. A. P. Gooding of Mays- 
lick, was defeated by Congressman Sam 
uel J Pugh There has been some talk 
of Lewis county this time asking Charles 
D. Newell of Maysville to accept the 
nomination, and while Mr. Newell is in 
mse a candidate he would hardly re 
fuse so handsome a compliment 

It is said the Republicans will proba- 
bly nominate ex-Postmaster Thomas A. 
Davis for State Senator on a free turnpike 
platform. Mr. Davis, through the col 
1 of his paper, The Dailv PtIBLM 
Ledger, has been nobly championing 
the free turnpike cause, and was proba- 
ably one of the first to agitate the ques- 
tion. No one in either party seems to 
want the nomination for Representative 
from Mason county. Kx State Senator E 
L Worlhlngton and Dr John A. Reed 
have been most frequently spoken of In 
connection with the race, but both say 
lln-y arc too busy wilh law and medicine 
to give the matter attention.

"An Emperor should die standing up 
right!" exclaimed Vespasian, and expired 
in the arms of the attendants who at- 
tempted to raise him. while "These are 
the works of mournful war" waa repeated 
in his last moments by Marcus Aureliut 
Antonlus. 

Fighting on the Bosworth field, Rich- 
ard III. called out: "I am the King of 
England: I will not budge a foot 
falling, overwhelmed by numbers, 
"Treason 1 Treason! ' The pentle boy. 
Edward VI . exclaimed at the end: 
faint, Lord; have mercy on me 1 Receive 
my soul!" Bowing her head on the grim 
block in Fotheringay Castle. Mary, 
(jueen of Scots, said simply: "Into Thy 
hands, Oh, Lord, I commend my spirit.' 
Charles I., when before a similar ax 
said to the executioner. "When I put ou 
my hands this way, then—" and Imagin 
ing that the man was about to strike, he 
exclaimed: "Wait for the sign." 
This- was after the historic "Rcmem 
jr," addressed to Bishop Juxen. Whet 
the last night came for Oliver Cromwell, 
he repeated several times: "God if 
good!' and when those by him tried tc 
persuade him to drink and sleep, he re 
plied: "It is not my desire to drink 01 
to sleep, but my desire is to make what 
haste I ci n to be gone." 

"It seems almost a coincidence 
the last utterances of Charles II. were an 
apology to bis attendants that he was 
long dying and hoping that the trouble 
be was causing Would soon be 
William of Orange asked: "Can this 
last long? " but his last word was the 
name of an old friend.
